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Shah ’s Two held for massive 
condition Sinai drug smuggling 


worsens 


CAIRO (AP). — .The deposed shah 
of Iran, battling 1 a typhoid infection 
and cancer, was placed In Intensive 
care again yesterday following an 
apparent deterioration in his condi- 
tion. . 

A medical bulletin released by 
the specialists treating Mohammed 
Reza Pahlavi In the Nlle-slde 
Ma'adl military hospital said he 
was "under medical control.*' 
Independent medical sources 
said this was a clear Indication that 
his condition has become "more 
serious." 

The bulletin mentioned the shah’s 
previous two operations In the same 
hospital but did not refer to an 
operation earlier In the day con- 
firmed by Informed hospital 
sources. 

Medical sources explained the 
omission was because the dawn 
surgery was minor and related to 
the Monday operation when an ab- 
dominal abcess was drained to 
relieve the shah’s congested 
breathing. 

The shah, 60 , emaciated as a 
result of anti -cancer drugs and the 
complications that have ensued — 
abdominal abscess and typhoid — 

. is a prominent figure lh the drama 
of 53 American hostages held In 
Iran for their 244th day. 

Iranian officials have said that 
the shah's death would not 
necessarily make any difference to 
the hostages’ captivity. 

Teheran Radio said last night 
that President Jimmy Carter had 
ordered that the shah be killed so 
that he could then ask for the return 
of the American hostages held In 
Iran and assure Us own re-election. 

But, it added, the death of the 
shah would hot solve Carter's 
problems. 

"Carter 10 days ago started an 
operation for the plan and ordered 
the shah to be killed^” the radio said 
-after quoting a news agency report 
from Cairo about the deposed 
monarch's deteriorating health. 

"He is certain no one will try to 
find the person responsible for the 
death of a man who has cancer,” 
the- radio added. *

Police oh Friday seized two Be- 
duin they say were in possession of 
140 kilos of hashish, worth hundreds 
of thousands ' of shekels. They 
believe they have cut the supply 
from Sinai to Israel for a significant 
period. 

The two suspects, arrested after 
prolonged surveillance, are 
suspected of smuggling tons of 
hashish Into Israel. They were 
caught in the Jora area of Northern 
Sinai, according to Pakad Haviv 
Schwelki, head of the National 
Police Drug squad. Schwelld told 
reporters Friday that most of the 
hash gets to Sinai in fishing boats 
- from Lebanon or on camelback 
from Jordan and Egypt. 

The smugglers use such equip- 
ment as radios and scout patrols 
and Jeeps, he added. 

At midnight last Thursday dozens 
of police detectives and soldiers 
spread out In the Jora area, where a 
meeting had been set between 
detectives posing as drug 
merchants and the two suspects. 


At 2.30 a.m. on Friday the 
suspects arrived, police said. A few 
minutes later another Beduln 
appeared on camel back and gave 
the suspects sacks containing 
hashish. 

Police caught the first two 
suspects and chased the third, who 
disappeared Into the darkness on 
his mount. i 


' In another case, two Khan. 
Tunis drug dealers were sentenced 
Thursday to four and one-half 
years in jail and fined 1810,000 each 
in the Tel Aviv District Court. 
Mahareb- Nazzar, 23, and Ashour 
Jihad, 32. were convicted of 
attempting to sell 24 kilograms of 
hashish to two undercover 
policemen who posed as a dealer 
and a tourist. A third man, 
Mahqioud A'ayan, 27, had his 
sentencing deferred after he 
protested his innocence. 

Judge Victoria Ostrovsky -Cohen 
handed down “relatively light” 
sentences because the dealers ad- 
mitted their guilt, but noted that the 
courts must crack down -on drug j 
distributors. 1

Police vans which brought extra 
forces to cope with the clashing 
secularists and Negev Teshlva 
students were stoned by some of the 
crowd and their headlamps and 
windscreens were shattered.- The 
same fate befell a fire engine called 
when tires were set on fire. Many 
people panicked as firecrackers 
were thrown Into the crowd, and 
one, landing outside the home of the 
local council head Shalom Danlno, 
caused slight damage.

CAIRO. — A dozen middle-ranking 
Egyptian officers face disciplinary 
action for protesting over alleged 
discrimination against Russian- 
trained officers in favour of those 
trained on newly acquired. 
American equipment. 

Well-Informed sources said file 
protest took the form of a letter to 
Defence Minister Ahmed B&dawi 
and was one of the reasons why 
President Anwar Sadat flew back to 
Cairo from Alexandria early last 
week. Sadat was then officially 
reported to have returned here to 
visit the ailing shah of Iran. 

The sources did not name the of- 
ficers or say which branch of the 
armed forces they wSre serving in. 
They said the officers felt 
promotions came through quicker 
for their American-trained 
colleagues, who also received 
larger allowances. 

The officers feared the political 


implications of their Russian 
education were now proving a 
professional disadvantage, the 
sources said. 

The Egyptian armed forces, and 
especially the Air Force, are 
currently going through a period of 
rapid adjustment as new American 
military hardware begins to take 
the place of older Russian arms. 

Another cause for dissatisfaction 
among all officers la that the 
number of places available on 
training courses In the U.S. is strict- 
ly limited. The Americans prefer to 
train an elite which can then train 
Egyptians in Egypt 

The Soviet Union was more 
generous in its treatment of foreign 
cadets, accepting them In large 
numbers and paying mast of their 
expenses. A Kuwaiti newspaper 
last week claimed that a number of 
officers would stand trial for plan- 
ning a coup against Sadat but the 
report was dismissed here as Un- 
founded.

Pakistan police 


ISLAMABAD (AP). — Police said 
one person was killed yesterday 
and at least 12 others Injured In a 
clash between riot police and some 
10,000 Pakistani Shl'ite Moslems, 
many of them swinging clubs and 
hurling rocks. 

A student leader said one 
youthful protester was fatally In- 
jured by a teargas shell. Police of- 
ficials declined to say how many 
persons were arrested. 

The police' retreated, leaving the 
main approach 'to central govern- 
ment buildings in the hands of 
thousands of sect members. 

Islamabad residents said it was 
one -of the capital's biggest 
demonstrations ever and the most 
violent since last November, when 
rioters burned down the U.S. Em- 
bassy. 

Yesterday's protest over the 
“Zakat," or religious tax, coincided 
with the third anniversary of the 
bloodless coup by President 
Mohammad Zla-ul-Haq which 
toppled the late prime minister 
Zulflkar All Bhutto. 

A general strike call by the 
nation’s lawyers to protest martial 
law was generally ignored yester- 
day, but a boycott of courts was 
more successful. Informed sources 
said. 

Zia, a Sunni Moslem like most 
Pakistanis, angered the SMa com- 
munity which makes up about 15 
per cent of the 30 million population 
by promulgating the Zakat.

WASHINGTON. — Unlike U.S. ad- 
ministration officials since 1967, in- 
dependent . presidential candidate 
John Anderson plans to make no 
distinction between East and West 
Jerusalem when touring the city 
during his visit to Israel this week. 

In an exclusive Interview, the 
Illinois congressman indicated 
strongly that he recognizes Israeli 
sovereignty throughout the entire 
city, although he refused to flatly 
make that assertion. 

“I don't know whether I care to 
get Into a discussion of the juridical 
basis,” Anderson said when asked 
about the delicate matter of 
sovereignty. He said he was aware 
of the confllctlnglsraeli and Jorda- 
nian Interpretations of “sovereign- 
ty by conquest.” 

But he went on to note that Israel 
certainly Is “In practical control of 
the city,” adding that since he sup- 
ported "an undivided city, which 
they (Israel) can have as their 
capital, I suppose that that implies 
sovereignty. I'm not an inter- 
national lawyer. I haven't really 
gone Into that question." 

Anderson, answering questions 
for 45 minutes in his Capitol Hill of- 
fice, said that “as a final act of 
settlement, there ought to be a 
recognition of Jerusalem as 
Israel’s capital and that It ought to 
be a city that Is undivided.” 

That carefully-spoken formula- 
tion clearly stops short of pledging 
an immediate transfer of the U.S. 
Embassy from Tel Aviv to 
Jerusalem If the Independent 
hopeful wins the election In 
November. 

He maintained that his stance on 
Jerusalem was consistent with "the 
Idea of permitting access of people 
of all faiths to their religious' 
shrines.” He spoke of possible "ad- 
ministrative measures*' to 
guarantee such access. 

Anderson, who has visited Israel 
on three previous occasions since 
entering Congress nearly 20 years 
ago, said he will be visiting East 
Jerusalem and the West Bank dur- 
ing his stay in Israel, where he also 
plans to see Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin and other 
governmental and opposition 
leaders. From Israel, he files to 
E9ypt and Wertern Europe. 

The independent candidate said 
that Israeli officials would escort 
him throughout his stay in Israel 
and the territories. He recalled that 
a representative of the Israeli 


Foreign Ministry had similarly ac- 
companied him In the past. 

Last week, Anderson was briefed 
by special U.S. Middle East am- 
bassador Sol Llnowitx and other 
high-ranking State Department 
Middle East experts as part of his 
preparations for the trip. But the 
presidential -contender was clearly 
not prepared to follow traditional 
State Department policy In 
differentiating between Israeli 
authority over East and West 
Jerusalem. 

He said he was looking forward to 
having Jerusalem Mayor Teddy 
Kollek — "an old friend” — take 
him around the city. He is schedul- 
ed to arrive on Tuesday. 

Anderson said he was not coming 
to Israel to convey any specific 
messages or "to lecture to the 
Israeli government" His mission, 
he said, was designed to become ad- 
ditionally Informed about the on- 
the -ground situation there. 

Political analysts here have 
made the point that the highly 
publicized trip has strong political 
overtones, especially as part of 
Anderson’s efforts to capture the 
American Jewish vote. 

Anderson said he “very much 
needs to atract” the American 
Jewish voter to his campaign. 

He said his efforts to do so have 
already met with “some success'* 
during his Independent campaign, 
pointing to a recent Louis Harris 
poll which had him capturing 66 per 
cent of the Jewish vote compared 
with 28 per cent for President Jim- 
my Carter and 19 per cent for 
Republican contender Ronald

Anderson said there has been 
“obvious dissatisfaction'* in the 
Jewish community with Carter. He 
also predicted that Jews will 
become increasingly more turned 
off by Reagan, despite the former 
California governor’s many pro- 
Israel statements. 

“I think the Jewish voter has 
some fear that Mr. Reagan’s 
breadth of knowledge and grasp of 
understanding of the details of 
foreign policy are not very great," 
Anderson s&ld. "Even though he Is 
a friend of Israel and professes as 
much, he (Reagan) might not be 
the wisest 'and best mein to conduct 
the intricacies of foreign policy." 

Anderson, while speaking con- 
-fldently of his prospects, probably 
realizes that he only has an outside 
chance of defeating the entrenched 
two-party system In U.3. politics. 
But in any case, he must surely 
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recognize that, without a landslide 
demonstration of Jewish support, 
bis chances are reduced to just 
about nil. • , 

Anderson’s Jewish strategy was 
■ the brainchild of David Garth, his 
Influential political organiser 
whose track record In helping other 
American politicians has been ex- 
tremely successful, and Zev Furst, 
the former Jerusalem represen- 
tative of the B'nal B'rith Anti- 
-Defamation League who now works 
for Garth. 

Garth and Furst insist that as 
more Americans get to know 
Anderson,- his percentage will in- 
crease. Other political experts here 
In Washington insist that Ander- 
son's popularity may have already 
peaked, and that Us standing in-tbe 
polls Is now likely to decrease. 

Recognizing the importance of 
the Jewish vote, Anderson has. 
stepped-up his pro-Israel 
statements. In the past two months, 
he has addressed the Conference of 
Presidents of Major American 
Jewish Organizations ln.New York, 
the American Israel Public Affairs 
Committee In Washington and 
several synagogues around the 
country. 

In addition, he has stopped 
criticizing various aspects of 
Israeli policy, such as the 
settlements in the West Bank, with 
which he disagrees. When , asked 
during the Interview about the 
settlements, he merely said that 
"those questions are for 
negotiations.” He pointed out, that 
public declarations against file 
settlements “tend to take* them out 
of the areas of negotiation.” 

“It may make us feel good to 
stand up in public and scold Prime 
Minister Begin for a settlement in 
Hebron or. doing other things which 
we disapprove,” he said. 

“But from what I have been able 
to observe, It merely solidifies even 
the. opposition in favour of Mr. 
Be gin's policies in Israel,' on the 
grounds that since they are being 
attacked by their one, great ally, 
that, therefore, in a spirit of 
national .unity, the country has to 
come together and back the 
government's policies." * 
Anderson has been exceptionally 
well-briefed on the nuances and

DAMASCUS. — The chief of staff of 
the Soviet navy. Admiral Igorov, is 
visiting Syria, the government con- 
trolled Syrian press disclosed 
yesterday. 

The papers reported that Igorov 
met In Damascus Friday with 
Syrian Defence 'Minister Maj. Gen. 
Mustafa Tlass and that the admiral 
has been in Syria for a few days. 

No other details were given. 

Syria relies exclusively on the 
Soviet Union for arms. 

Official sources here said Syria's 
political leadership is expected to 
further cement its relations with 
the Soviet Union to strengthen “the 
anti-imperialist -Zionist front” and 
help restore the strategic balance 
In the area. 

The balance has tilted in Israel's 
favour as Egypt fell out of the Arab 
confrontation line after signing a 
peace treaty with Israel, the 
sources said. 

The sources also said that Syria 
would seek to strengthen Internal 
unity and approve a new formula 
for Increased cohesion between the 
Communist Party and other so call- 
ed progressive forces in the Gaun- 
tly. 

The sources added that Syria was 
adopting the toughest measures 
possible against the “Moslem 
brothers murderous gangs" which 
have been harassing president 
Hafez Assad’s regime. 

Meanwhile. Syria’s Prime 
Minister Abdel-R&ouf al-Kasm 
reiterated that the country would 
persist in its efforts to stem plots, 
boost development and liberate the 
occupied territories. ( AP, Reuter)

Port Political Reporter 
TEL AVIV. -^ Labour Chairman 
Shimon Peres on Friday floated the 
idea of an interim Joint Israeli- 
Jordanlan adminis tration on the 
West Bank. He also said he has 
reason to believe that the vehement 
Jordanian refusals to join the peace 
faiiica should not be taken at face 
value. / 

Peres told political reporters 
here on Friday that he has received 
information from sources he cannot 
disclose that Jordan’s King .Hussein, 
would actually consider entering 
into peace negotiations with Israel 
on the basis of Labour's V Jordanian 
option.” In an interview with the 
West German “Die Welt” on Fri- 
day. Peres updated the Labour 
plan: If Labour were to return to 
power It would propose Joint 
' Iaraeli-J ordanlan administration of 
the West Bank until a final solution ■ 
was reached. The Gaza Strip would 
be given autonomy as stipulated In 
the Camp David accords with its 
final status to be determined in 
negotiations with Jordan, Perea 
said in the Interview. 

Hussein has often • rejected 
Labour’s "Jordanian option" in 
various forms. But in his briefing to 
reporters, Peres said: “The Jorda- 
nian option in Israeli foreign affairs 
remains the -only viable and 
realistic alternative, despite the 
discouraging noises emanating 
. bom Amman. I am not saying this 
on the basis of personal conjecture 
alone and there is no wishful think- 
ing here.- X am baaing my 
statements, .on information which 
has- reached me bom reliable 
sources, some, of it In the very last 
few. days.” He refused to elaborate 
“for fear of divulging too much.” 
Peres went on to say that Jordan 
la In any case a Palestinian state. 
“In fact the new prime minister ap- 
pointed there just now la a Palesti- 
nian and I -don’t think he Is going to 
drop his Palestinian identity just .

Jordan, "Peres said* 

He .maintained that the Israel- 
Egypt peace treaty should en- 
courage Hussein since "in this 
respect Jordan would not find Itself ■ 
breaking new ground.

Peres again rejected the position - 
paper drawn up by the party think 
tan k and the Brit Berl planning 
committee, which recommended, 
among other things, hoisting of Jor- 
danian flags In East Jerusalem, 
and dismantling settlements.

New physical planning 
outline for Jerusalem

The first new outline plan for 
Jerusalem In 25 years — the first to 
extend Israeli physical planning to 
all of East Jerusalem — was ap- 
proved for deposition Friday by the 
District Planning Commission. 

The plan sees the city’s popula- 
tion; presently about 400,000, grow- 
ing to 650,000 at the beginning of the 
next century, with. the Jewish pop- 
ulation retaining roughly the ma- 
jority It has today, about 72 per. 
cent. 

The main Impact of the plan, 
whose final approval is expected 
within a year, win be to release 
thousands of dunams of Arab- 
owned land for building, particular- 
ly In northern Jerusalem. The fowid 
had previously been frozen because 


of the absence of a legal plan for the 
area. 

The last outline plan for 
Jerusalem waa drawn up In I960, 
when the city waa still divided, and 
approved four years later. It: 
applied only to the 38 square 
kilometres of Israeli Jerusalem. 
Following East Jerusalem's annex- 
ation in 1967, local outline plans 
were approved for the Old City and 
its environs and for the new Jewish 
housing developments across the 
Green . Line. TMs- accounted for 
another seven kilometres, leaving 
63 kilometres of East Jerusalem* 
without a legal plan.. Many Arab 
landowners resorted to Illegal 
building to circumvent the freeze 
placed on the bulk of this land. -

BANGKOK (AP). _ Two UA Air 
Force transports jetted across the* 
Pa cifi c from the U.S. yesterday 
delivered howitzers and assault 
rifles to a Thai military force facing 
Vietnamese troops across a tense 
frontier with Kampuchea. 

The 913.5m airlift waa ordered by 
President Jimmy Carter after a 
Vietnamese attack into Thailand on 
June 23 and subsequent skirmishes 
and tensions along, the Thai- 
Kampuchea border. 

“TMs airlift Is tangible evidence 
of U.S. concent, for Thailand’s 
security," a C.S. Embassy 

spokesman said after the first giant 

C-141 '‘Starlifter” transport touch- 


ed down at Bangkok’s international' 
airport. 

The two Jets carried 12 108 mm 
howitzers and about 350 M-16 rifles, 
the sta n dard weapon ofthe Thai In- 
fantryman. 


Another flight was scheduled far 
today, two for tomorrow and a final 
one for Tuesday. The airlift will 
provide the Thais with a total of IS 
new howitzers, 1,000 M-15s, » 
recoilless rifles and a quantity of 
ammunition.

TEL AVIV.— The police today will 
give the central District Attorney 
the evidence It has collected 
against the man suspected of kid- 
napping and murdering Oron 
Y&rden. A charge sheet will 
probably be filed by the end of this 
week. 

A senior police source said the 
suspect has signed a full statement 
about the kidnapping .but still 
denies that he planned to kill Oron, 
claiming that the boy's death was 
accidental. 

The source denied the “Yediofc 
Aharonot" report on Friday that 
the police are searching for a 30- 
year-old woman who helped with 
the kidnapping. *1116 suspect plann- 
ed the whole tiring himiwif, letting 
nobody in on iris plans," the source 
paid. 

The source also said that the 
suspect — a 33-year-old artist and 
father of two from Netanya — 
seemed calm at all times and 
appears Indifferent to his surroun- 


dings. "Be seems to ua - to be com- 
pletely devoid of feelings, someone 
who- does not get excited even by 
these terrible things,” said the 
source. 

Police have also collected cir- 
cumstantial evidence against the 
suspect to back up the charges if 
the suspect repudiates Us state- 
ment and claims that Us alleged 
confession was forced out of him. 

The source said that the detec- 
tives were treating the suspect with 
"kid gloves” with at least three 
people talcing part in every in- 
terrogation. “Not one of us would 
have beaten him anyway, but we 
have also received express orders 
from the top not to touch him," the 
source said. 

A lawyer hired by the suspect’s 
family has met him a few times 
since Iris arrest.

The source said 
that the lawyer arrived a day after 
the suspect was arrested and im- 
mediately received permission to 
talk to him.

AMMAN. — Arab foreign and 
economy ministers begin a three- 
day meeting In Amman today- to 
draft an agenda for a summit con- 
ference scheduled for November. 

The conference, expected to be 
opened by Jordan'S Eng Hussein, 
will be attended by aft Arab League 
members except Efeypt. 

Egypt’s membership in the 
league was suspended after Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat signed the peace 
treaty with Israel and went ahead 
with implementing the Camp David 
peace accords. 

Sadat sent a message of con- 
dolences to Hussein on the death of 
Prime Minister Abdel-H&mid 
Sharif, Cairo radio reported on Fri- 
day. 

This was tbe first contact 
between the two leaders since the 
two conntrles severed their 
relations last year following tbe 
conclusion of the peace treaty. 

Other senior Egyptian officials 
sent similar messages. 

Jordan's new prime minister said 
in an interview published yesterday 
bis country will continue to oppose 
the peace treaty. 

In his first interview as prime 
minister. Kassem Rimawl told the 


United Arab Emirates daily “Al- 
Bayan." "Jordan will continue to 
reject the (Camp David) peace 
agreements and anything that they 
produce."

Lebanese army stops rightists fighting 


BEIRUT (AP). — The rebuilt 
Lebanese army snuffed out a two- 
« day war between Lebanon’s two 
largest Christian militias east of 
Beirut and poUce reported that nine 
combatants were killed and 20 
wounded. 

A police spokesman said a 680- 
jnan army force moved into the em- 
battled area of Wadi shahrour at 
dawn and disengaged antagonists 
from the Phalange and National 
Liberal Parties. 

The two rightist parties fielded 
the largest Christian militias In 
Lebanon's 1975-76 civil war against 
an alliance of leftist Moslems and 
Palestinians. 

Since the civil war was 


smothered by Syria 44 months ago, 
the wartime allies have clashed 
frequently for local dominance in 
Christian-populated districts. 

As troops put up their sand- 
bagged buffer positions, in- 
habitants trapped Indoors for the 
past two days surged to the streets 
to greet the army with rose water, 
and church bells tolled to celebrate 
the end of the fighting. 

Pbalangtsts have also been in- 
volved in clashes with the "Giants” 
militia of Christian farmer presi- 
dent Suleiman Franjleh in the 
Batroun province some 88km. north 
of Beirut for the last two days. 

Police said 16 combatants were 
killed and 35 wounded.

Agency blasts Gov’t 
on absorption body

The Jewish Agency board of 
governors on Friday assailed the 
government for falling to set up a 
Joint Immigration and absorption 
authority with the Agency. 

The board unanimously rejected 
Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir's 
interpretation of the Agency- 
government agreement to set up 
the Joint authority, and gave the 
government two months to for- 
mulate a proposal satisfactory to 
the Agency. 

Both Diaspora and Israeli board 
members meeting In Jerusalem ex- 
pressed anger at Zamir's inter- 
pretation, which Agency Executive 
chairman Arye Dulzin called "a' 
new proposal" and not a legal opi- 
nion. 

Zamir had stated that any 
member of the proposed three-man 
absorption administration (the 
chairman and the director general 
of the Agency's Aliya Department 
and the director-general of the Ab-. 
sorption Ministry) could veto 
decisions and that no Agency of- 
ficial could give 'binding orders to ' 


Absorption Ministry staffers. 

The board, meeting for several 
hours on the issue, recorded "with 
deep regret that the original agree- 
ment of June, 1979, has sot been im- 
plemented by the government." 
The Zamir interpretation, they 
said, is neither in accordance with 
the letter nor the spirit of the agree- 
ment and therefore Is unaccep- 
table. 

If it took Zamir four months to 
prepare a legal opinion on the 
agreement, they said, it would be 
Impossible for tbe Agency and the 
government, sitting together in the 
Aliya Authority, to reach quick 
decisions on day-to-day Issues. 

If the ultimatum is not met in two 
months, the Agency board pledged, 
it win "continue to function in the 
fields of absorption with the 
authority granted us by law.” 

Board Chairman Max Fisher sent 
tbe board decision by special 
messenger to Acting Prime 
Minister Ylgael Yadin. 

It has been learned that the Agen- 
cy plans to scrutinise carefully all 
funds and assistance it provides the 
government- 


DM not quitting coalition

TEL AVIV. — The government has 
offered to increase public servants* 
pay by l per cent over and above 
the 18 per cent Increase in basic 
wages proposed for 1980/81. 

The negotiations over civil ser- 
vants’ pay are to be renewed this 
morning, and the Treasury wants 
them concluded within a week. The 
Treasury wants a signed contract 
ready when it tables an amendment 
to the Income Tax Law before the 
Knesset recess. The amiinriTn^nt 
would empower the finance 
minister to adjust income tax 
brackets four times a year Instead 
of semi-annually. 

Civil Service Commissioner 
Bitan Jacobson said be would agree 
to an extra l per cent if the unions 
drop all other claims for special in- 
creases to their members. 

Alternatively, lie would discuss 
claims based on previous 
agreements. Some unions claim 
that clauses in earlier agreements 
have not been Implemented. Jacob- 
son noted the Jurist* Union, for ex- 
ample, has a letter stating that if 
another grade Is added to the wage 
scale of other unions — another 
would be added to theirs. Certain 
conditions were attached but on the 
whole “this is not a clause I can Ig- 
nore," he said.

— Five new 
lookout points In Wadi Ara and XO 
settlements just inside the Green 
Line west, south and east of Hebron 
will he established soon to couxrter 
Illegal squatting on state land, 
Agriculture Minister.

Interviewed on Israel Radio's 
weekly news magazine.

' Sharon said that since he assum- 
ed office three years ago. the- 
Agriculture Ministry has made 
protection of land one of its highest 
priorities. Among the phenomena 
to be faced, he explained, are Il- 
legal use of state Land, theft of 
water and Illegal cultivation and 


grazing by Arabs within the Green 
Line. 

The minister claimed that during 
the last three years, some 800 Be- 
duin families, numbering 10,000 
persona, had been removed, mostly 
by the Green Patrol, from state 
. land between Ashkelon and Zlchron 
Ya’acov. Some of them were not 
even, really Beduin, he said, but 
now, they have all been sent where 
they belong, and their flock sizes 
and water thefts have been reduced 
by half. 

According to Sharon, there will 
be more cooperation from now on 
between the Green 'Patrol and the 
army, with the Border Police tak- 
ing on responsibility for land. 

The minister saikd that SO look- 
out points are being set 19 inbe 
north to establish control over 250,- 
000 dunams of state land In danger 
of being' taken over by private 
users. He asserted that hla policy 
will prevent friction between Jews 
and Arabs.

HAIFA. — Military restriction 
orders were Issued over the 
weekend against four Israeli Arab 
student activists and four members 
of the radical Ihna al-Balad 
(Village Sons) movement.

The four Ibna al-Balad members 
restricted, all from Umm al-Fahm, 
are Ghaaaan and Raja Rlbarl, 
Mohammed Salama and Hasson 
Tibrin. 

The measures, ordered by O/C 
Northern Command Avigdor Ben- 
Gal. are based on Article 310 of the 


emergency regulations, on grounds 
that the men are “dangerous to the 
security of the state.” An army 
spokesman yesterday would not 
add any explanation. 

Last month, several leading 
Rakah members were served 
similar orders. 

The Arab Students Committee 
yesterday protested the arrests, 
calling them "another demonstra- 
tion of this government's fascist 
policies. Premier Begin,” they 
said, "pledged to expel all .Arab 
students from Israeli universities, 
arid he is apparently keeping his 
word.” 

Meeting In Haifa yesterday, some 
30 Arab lawyers also protested the 
measures, and called on the 
authorities to enable Arab students 
to pursue their studies undisturbed 
at the country’s universities. The 
jurists considered appealing to In- 
ternational bodies such as the UN 
and Amnesty International. 


Orthodox leaders tell U.S.: 
Jerusalem not negotiable 


WASHINGTON (JTA). — Orthodox 
Jewish leaders from 12 states 
stressed to Carter Administration 
officials last week that "the status 
of Jerusalem Is not negotiable, and 
must not be Included among the 
various bargaining elements of the 
peace process."

Forged papers aid Soviet Jews 
seeking ‘political asylum’ in Berlin 


WEST BERLIN (Reuter). — 
Document-forgers in Israel, the 
U.S. and Europe are behind the 

• dramatically trippled Influx of 
'.Soviet Jews flooding into this city, 

’ according to Local police here. 

[ The Imznlgrants are often armed 

• with forged Identity' documents, 
‘and many produce forged in- 
surance policies, marriage cer- 
tificates, academic qualifications 
and driving licences, to help them 

. claim special compensation, extra 
iwelfare benefits and privileges 
fhere. 

For years, authorities turned a 
.blind eye to continuing Jewish 
1 settlement, but now that the influx 
I has begun to look more like an inva- 
•’ sion, and as evidence has mounted 
that International forgery gangs 
' are working overtime to supply 
- documents, police patience has run 
out. 

A govemm ent spokesman reveal- 
1 ed last week that proceedings have 
been launched against 300 Soviet 
Jews on charges of illegal entry and 
that 99 have already been taken into 
custody. The government has also 
asked for Soviet aid in preparing 
the charges, seeking examples of / 
Russian exit visa stamps. 

Altogether, police are in- 
vestigating the papers of 1,300 
Soviet Jews here, more than half 
those who have settled here In the 
past six years. The new arrivals 
make up a third of West Berlin’s 


Jewish population. 

Police sold a previously steady 
stream of around 260 a year sudden- 
ly trebled last year. This year 358 
Soviet Jewish emigres have 
already arrived, 138 of them with 
forged papers, police said. 

Chief cause of the problem is that 
thousands of Soviet Jews leaving 
now for Israel do not want to stay 
there. As distinct from those who 
went to Israel In the early 1970s, the 
majority now prefer to seek asylum 
in the U.S. and western Europe. 
Israel, with mounting economic 
and political difficulties, now at- 
tracts only about a third, according 
to recent statistics. 

But the emigrants one-way exit 
papers are valid only for the 
Journey to Israel, and once the Rus- 
sian Jews are In Israel where they 
are given Israeli citizenship, they 
can no longer ask for political 
asylum elsewhere. Under Inter- 
national law, this can only be claim- 
ed in the emigrant's first country of 
arrival. 

- But, for up to ¥2,000, they can 
purchase lake Soviet exit & papers 
from forgers and set off for Europe 
and America claiming they have 
just left the Soviet Union. 

' Germany has become an in- 
creasingly popular goal for the 
Soviet Jews, as word of its liberal 
asylum. laws has spread. Berlin, 
which has the most liberal laws, 
has received the largest influx of all

Benefits available to immigrants 
have also helped boost the fingers' 
business, police say. 

Jews are only a small number in 
an alarming flood of immigrants 
mainly from Asia, which has been 
sweeping Into West Germany. The 
Bonn government last week an- 
nounced plans to curb the invasion 
with tighter asylum laws. 

. But while the authorities have 
deported hundreds of immigrants 
who were clearly not political 
cases, the attitude to the Jews, In- 
fluenced by guilt about Nazi bar- 
barities, has been markedly softer. 

Most German Jewish com- 
munities are today, after the mass 
murders of the Nazi Holocaust, 
made up of only a handful of elderly 
people who returned here after 
World War EL 
Hitherto, the Importance of ad- 
ding new blood to these tiny Jewish 
groups influenced Germany to Ig- 
nore the Jewish immigrants, and 
keep files on the arrivals secret. 

The decision to act was sparked 
off both by the discovery that U.S., 
Israeli and • European criminal 
gangs are supplying the forged 
documents, and by the murder of 
two Berlin-based Soviet Jews late 
last year. 

Police say it is not clear whether 
they were linked with the for g ery 
rackets, but the deaths Indicated 
that, at the very least, some 
elements among the Jewish new- 
comers had got dangerously out of 
hand. 


Ex-Nazi judges 


BONN (JTA) . — A Frankfurt-based 
West German association of Vic- 
tims of the Nazis has filed criminal 
charges against nine former judges 
of the Hitler era. 

The judges are accused of having 
sentenced 360 Germans and non- 
Germans to death as they served aa 
members of the notorious 
"Volksgerichtshof,” which handled 
cases of political opponents of the 
Nads. 


Wiesenthal hot 
on Mengele’s frail 


VIENNA (Reuter). — Nazi hunter 
Simon Wiesenthal said yesterday 
he was closer than ever before to 
catching the former Auschwitz doc- 
tor Josef Mengele. 

Wiesenthal, head of the Vienna- 
based Jewish centre for the tracing 
of war criminals, said be was offer- 
ing a ¥50,000 reward for Information 
leading to the arrest of Mengele. 

He said Mengele was somewhere 
In South America. 

“Mengele was recently' In 
Bolivia," Wiesenthal said, "but the 
Bolivian . police were not 
cooperative. 

"Now I cannot say where he is, 
but information Is coming in from 
Jewish communities all over South 
America. 

"I am much closer to catching 
him than I was a year ago-"

The league said, “Not only ia this 
play of such a. nature aa to 
stimulate anti-Semitic hatreds, but 
the screen director, Jean le 
Poulaln, through his stage direction 
and his interpretation of Shy lock ’a 
role,, aggravated the anti-Semitic 
character of this play which was 
shown at prime viewing time.” 

The letter urged Barre to make 
sure that FR3, the third and 
primarily cultural channel, -refrain 
from “showing ’cultural’ 
programmes of this kind." 


Le Poulaln, In an Interview with 
“Le Quotidlen de Paris’’ 
newspaper, firmly denied 
Shakespeare was trying to attack 
Jews in "The Merchant of Venice*' 
by portraying a Jew — Shylock — 
seeking to persecute a Christian. 

The stage director said 
Shakespeare merely wanted 1 to 
show the problems of a man “turn- 
ed away, shunned and rejected. He 
symbolizes an Israelite- community 
which can have no contact with the 
Christian community.” 

Shakespeare’s play, Le Poulaln 
said., not only is not anti- Jewish, but 
puts 'the onus on the Christians, who 
not only stripped Shylock of his 
possessions but Insisted on his 
becoming a Christian. 

The controversy coincided with 
an apparent rise in anti-Semitic in- 
cidents In France, marked by 
desecration of Jewish tombs and, 
synagogues, including the recent, 
smashing of tombs of Jewish Cana- 
dian soldiers, killed durlngl 
France's liberation in 1944 and! 
buried in a Normandy cemetery.

YLEETOWN. Sierra Leone (AP). 
r The Organization of African Uni- 
y ended Its 1 7th summit meeting as 
Mday with a surprise demand that 
triiAln return the American-run 
taval base of Diego Garda in the 
Adlan Ocean to Mauritius. 

In a strongly-worded unanimous 
-vsotutioo. the summit endorsed 
he claim to the strategically Im- 
portant Island by Mauritius 
Premier Sir Seewoaagur 
Raragoolam. The resolution 
described the military activity on 
3iego Garcia as "a threat to 
Africa" and called on Britain to 
iede It unconditionally to 
Mauritius. 

Earlier, the 50- nation summit had 
sidestepped a bitter conflict 
between militant and moderate 
African countries over Morocco's 
annexation of the fortnor apswteh 
Sahara. 

Efforts by the militant majority 
to force through their demand that 


the Sahara “government" farmed 
by the Algerian-backed Pbllsarlo 
guerrillas be admitted to the OAU 
had threatened the organlzatitm 
with the first mass walkout In Ha 
history. 

Sir Seewosagur startled a closed 
session of the summit Thursday 
with a formal claim to Diego Gar- 
da as part of Mauritius. 

The Indian Ocean Island, a 
member of the Commonwealth, had 
never before aroused tMs eisfm at 
the OAU, though It has been made 
frequently elsewhere. 

Diego Garcia, a vital link in the 
Western defensive lineup in the In- 
dian and Pacific oceans, was ceded 
by Mauritius to Britain soon after 
British colonial rule ended in 1868 . 
It is now a key supply base for U.S. 
forcea in the Indian Ocean. The 
island Is in the 'Ghagoe Archipelago 
more than 2,400 kilometres from 
Mauritius, and heater to the 
Seychelles and Sri Lanka.

MOSCOW. — Ethnic Iranians 
demanding visas to return to their 
homeland staged a hunger strike 
last week in the Iranian consulate 
in Baku, Soviet Azerbaijan, the Ira- 
nian Embassy In Moscow said 
yesterday. 

Several hundred ethnic Iranians 
held, a protest march In the 
southern Soviet city near, the Ira- 
nian frontier ;to l^ck demands for 
..visas, fend some of them entered the 
consulate tq hold a hunger strike, 
^Ambassador. Mbbopzmed Mokri 
told Western newsmen In Moscow. 

. Mokri said he visited Baku during 
the week to discuss the situation 
with the protesters. He denied there 
had been any violence diming the 
demonstrations and described the 
situation there now as calm. 

According to a report Friday 
from the Iranian* Foreign Ministry 
In Teheran,' an angry crowd of 
ethnic Iranians attacked the con- 
sulate building and tried to set It 
afire. Soviet authorities were 
alerted to protect diplomats and the 
building In Baku, the ministry said. 

Mokri said the ethnic Iranians 
want to return' to their homeland 
after decades of living in the Soviet 
Union. 


In Paris. French police have ex- 
pelled from the Iranian Embassy a 
group of 29 radical Islamic students 
who occupied the building and held 
the Iranian ambassador for eight 
hours to dramatize their support for 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini. 

Police broke into the back of the 
embassy late Friday night as un- 
iformed officers forced their way In 
through the front 

The students were whisked away 
for questioning and several male 
embassy employees held with the 
ambassador were freed. 

A radio report from Teheran Fri- 
day said 11 people, Including a 
retired major-general, two other of- 
ficers and a person Identified as a 
Jew. were executed in Shiraz, 
southeast Iran, for drug offences 
and other alleged crimes. 

AQ had been condemned by rov- 
ing Islamic Judge Sadeq Khalkhall, 
who has handed down more than 
150 death sentences slncd launching 
a nation-wide anti-narcotics cam- 
paign on May 21.

"the best sources" in Teheran. 

The magazine said Bavafa, SO, 
was arrested several days after the 
Iranian army and revolutionary 
guard forces captured the city 
when Kurdish forces withdrew. 

She was tried by an Islamic court 
on charges of sabotage In her Job, 
and publication in a foreign 
magazine of a counter- 
revolutionary .and Insurrectional 
appeal, "L'Express" said. 


Madrid (Reuter).. — Basque 
terrorists said yesterday they 
planted two powerful underwater 
bombs in Spain's most exclusive 
boating marina but the devices fail- 
ed to go off. -

media that the bombs contained a ; 
total of 8.4 kilograms of explosives.

"Nobody Is taking a wide-eyed 
approach to such weighty questions 
and neither the American govern- 
ment cor we are among those who 
think they can make a final judg- 
ment within 24 hours of such a 
Soviet reaction," he said. 

Genscher accompanied Schmidt 
to Moscow and briefed President 
Jimmy Carter on the talks the next 
day. 


"To reach a final judgment for or 
against (the Soviet offer), It is cer- 
tainly necessary that the Soviet 
side first specifies in detail what it 
has in mind..." he told an inter- 
viewer on local Radio Bremen. 

Schmidt told the West German 
parliament on Thursday that 
Moscow was ready to negotiate on 
limiting so-called Euro-strategic 
weapons even before the SALT H 
arms limitation treaty is ratified by 
the U.S. 

He implied that the Kremlin bad 
dropped its previous insistence that 
the Western alliance should first 
suspend its decision to introduce 
more modern U.S. medium-range 
missiles into Western Europe.

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Algeria — the next Iran?

• " ALGERIA IS going the same way 
as Iran, and there is the danger that 
ft could even end up much worse.' ' 
This warning was given recently by 
Mohammad Boudiaf. one of 
Algeria’s, former revolutionary 
leaders now living In Moroccan ex- 
ile. 

1 The vehemently socialist 
Algerian regime has never borne 
any political resemblance’ to the 
Shah's, except Insofar as they were 
both tough authoritarian 
governments depending ultimately 
on the army for support. They were 
Virtually identical, however, in 
their determination to use their 
huge oil revenues to carry out a 
crash programme of Industrializa- 
tion and modernization before the 
oil runs out. 

What sparked the Islamic revolu- 
tion that destroyed the Shah’s gran- 


diose drcaiiuj was the bewilder- 
ment of ordinary Iranians whose 
world was being turned upside 
down by too-rapid change, and their 
resentment at the fact that the 
promised material benefits of this 
change were ending up in too few 
pockets. Exactly the same situation 
exists in Algeria, and there are 
ominous signs that the same reac- 
tion may be building up there. 

In December and January there 

was an intermittently violent 
students' strike demanding the im- 
mediate replacement of French by 
Arabic throughout the government 
bureaucracy. Wildcat strikes have 
proliferated in the economy since 
the New Year. And in April there 
was a month-long series of riots and 
popular demonstrations, amoun- 
ting very nearly to an insurrection, 
in the main towns inhabited by the 
Berber minority. 

The government-controlled 
Algerian press blamed it all on the

LONDON. — Ahmed Ben Bella, 
first president of fndependent 
Algeria, a political prisoner from 
1965 until bis release into house 
arrest a year ago, has become a fer- 
vent supporter of the Iranian form 
pf fundamentalist Islamic thinking . 

In- the only political interview he 
has so far been allowed to give, first 
published in the reputable Iranian 
_ daily, Bttela'at, he criticized the 
' leaders of the Moslem world for 
their refusal to come out in open 
support of the Iranian' revolution, 
"the greatest event In the Moslem 
world for centuries." 

A hero of the Algerian revolution, 
Ren Bella was hijacked by the 
French during the war for in- 
dependence and kept prisoner for 
six years. The military arm he had 
fdrged. the Front de Liberation 
Natlon&le (FLN), became the 
political base for Algeria's single- 
party state. 

But after 15 years* confinement, 
Ben Bella, has become dis- 
illusioned: "The single party must 
be denounced. Wherever it has ex- 
isted — even in Its glorious form as 
the FLN in Algeria — its most 
promising efforts have turned sour. 

"Under Its wing, speculation, 
seizure of property, and denials of 
human rights have flourished, 
which has led people to apeak of a 
single evil rather than a single par- 
ty." 

Instead, self-government at 
every level should arise directly out 
of self-management, and Ben Bella 
again points to the Iranian model,. 

Moslems should adopt the 
traditional Moslem shoura, a 
process of consultation used by the 
early caliphs... "Of course, - opr , 



wicked French imperialists, who 
were allegedly playing the "Berber 
card" in order to destabilise 
Algeria. That is nonsense, of 
course, but the widespread assump- 
tion that the troubles were merely 
an outburst of resentment by the 
Berbers, .(about 3 million of the 
country's 18 million people! at Arab 
domination may also be too 
simplistic. 

There Is doubtless a real 
nationalist revival amongst the 
Berbers, whose language has been 
banned from the schools since In- 
dependence In 1962. The dockers 
and truck-drivers ' were striking 
about low wages, and the students 
had legitimate grievances too. But 
underlying and reinforcing all these 
events is a growing discontent 
against a rigid regime which has 
treated the country like a forced 
labour camp for the past 18 years. 

Catapulting a conservative 
Moslem country into the modern, 
secular world of an industrial socie- 
ty in a single generation Is a 
dangerous btudness. Behind all the 
various manifestations of 
resistance in Algeria lurks the urd- 
- fying force of Islam. 

The millions of walking wounded 
left behind by the Algerian in- 
dustrial revolution are a potentially 
explosive force. If the creation of 
new Jobs in the modem economy 
falls to meet rising expectations, 
then disillusionment will provide 
the fuel for a. fierce anti-modern, ■ 
Islamic radical backlash. 

This Is the risk Algeria now runs. 
Half the peasants have left the land 
to flock to the crowded cities in the 
last ten years, but only one-third of 
the urban population have secure 
jobs. Another third are seriously 
underemployed, and one-third .are 
without work of any kind. Most of 
the industries built at such vast ex- 
pense are running at 15-25% of 
planned capacity because . of the 
dearth of skilled manpower. 

Algeria can only hope to over- 
come its present economic 
problems by throwing even more 
money at them, but its ail reserves

ABU RAWWASH, Egypt. — On a 
barren desert plateau lie the 
shattered remains of a pyramid 
built 4,500 years ago as a final 
resting place for one of Egypt’s 
most hated rulers. 

His name was Ra Dedef, son and 
successor to the greatest pyramid 
builder of them all, the pharaoh 
Cheops who erected Ms royal tomb 
eight kilometres to the south at 
Giza. 

"With an effort made nowhere 
else In Egypt, every single block of 
casing stone and temple statuary 
belonging to Ra Dedef was broken 
into tiny bits," said Egyptologist 
Bernard V. Bothmer, eurator of 
Efcyptl&n art at the Brooklyn 
Museum in New York City. 

"Hundreds of men must have 
worked 10 years to obliterate Ms 
memory. It makes no sense;" said 
Bothmer, p ainting to ttamtm baB- 
slzed red granite and quartz rocks 
that litter the hard sandy ground at 
Abu Rawwash. "Nobody would 
have done that unless they really 
hated him." 


has never been fully explored, even 
though a French expedition probed 
part of tiie complex In 1901. 

"Until this day we don’t know If 
his sarcophagus is still here," said 
Bothmer. "Perhaps there is an In- 
scription that will explain his 
mysterious fate.'-* 
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So determined were the ancients 
to make Ra Dedef a non-person that 
they scratched his name and those 
of his side of the family from the 
royal family Necropolis In Giza, 
where Ra Dedefs father, brother 
and nephew built the three great 
pyramids. 

It might have worked except that 
Ra Dedef, whose name in ancient 
hieroglyphs means ’ 4 stability of the 
sun," buried the famous Cheops 
and left his name inscribed on a 
royal funeral boat unearthed next 
to the Great Pyramid in Giza in 
1954. 

Why was Ra Dedef, who ruled 
Egypt only eight years, so 
despised? 

Some experts have suggested he 
was a foreign usurper while others 
speculate he was the loser in a 
palace power struggle with a rival 
branch of Cheops’ family. 


"Ra Dedef was the offspring of 
- one of Cheops’ queens but before he 
finished building his pyramid 
something happened ,and his 
memory got debased and his name 
rubbed out," said Bothmer, who 
'has led expeditions to Egypt since 
the 1950s. 

Ra Dedefs mummy has not been 
found and the 24-metre-deep burial 
chamber is choked with nibble that 


One reason archeologists have 
not undertaken a more thorough ex- 
ploration is that Abu Rawwash has 

been a military preserve for the 
last 25 years. Nestled In the ruins 
are crater-like holes used as anti- 
aircraft gun emplacements and a 
radar station stands on the w este rn 
edge of the site. " , ' ’ 

On a recent vi(ait,. the army 
appeared to'have'broken camp and 
Egyptian offiolkis say the.aita is ex- 
pected to open to visitors by year’s 
end. 

Even so, few tourists are likely to 
make the journey to the. lonely 
barren hills 15 kfiometres north of 
downtown Cairo. The route is un- 
marked and It takes a four-wheel 
drive veMcle to climb up to the 
rocky plateau. Another drawback is 
that Abu Rawwash, which means 
"father of fright" in colloquial 
Egyptian, Is known as a breeding 
ground for snakes and scorpions. 

Had Ra Dedefs opponents allow- 
ed Mm to finish his pyramid it 
would have been about 65 metres 
high, nearly equal to the smallest of 
the three pyramids of Giza which 
loom like black shadows through 
the early morning haze. 

Ra Dedef cleverly picked the 
highest point on the plateau for Ms 
pyramid. 

Even though it was less than half 
the height of Cheops' pyramid, Ms 
monument would have reached 
closer towards the sun, which was 
worshipped as a god by the an- 
cients. 

Ah that remains of Ra Dedefs 
pyramid, however, is a few course* 
of Uznestone blocks and a raised 
foundation about 12 metres high. 
The burial pit is open to the sky and 
easily accessible along a 
passageway out in the limestone 
'bedrock. 

"With a crane, the rubble could 
be cleared in two seasons of work," 
said Bothmer, adding the effort 
would be worthwhile even if a coffin 
was not found because the question 
of "what happened to Ra Dedef is 
one of the great mysteries that re-’ 
main, in ancient Egyptian history." 
(AP). 


Immediately on their arrival 
here, the Pahlavi family were given 
all the status and privileges of royal 
exiles.

For Sadat’s in- 
vitation was issued to a man who is 
mortally sick, and the president 
acted fearlessly, with never a 
glance over Ms shoulder at possible 
hostile reactions within Egypt The 
shah is simply a sick man whom 
one must pity. Iran’s sickness Is 
dealt with in' the- political media and 
in Sadat's own pronouncements 
which condemn the regime al a 
danger to the entire region. 

As the shah continues to follow 
■ his country’s fate from afar, one 
nan perhaps see the tragedy of the 
whole story as emanating from the 
vicious circle which has linked the 
shah with the man who was above 
all others responsible for his abrupt 
fan.. Ayatollah Khomeini and the 
shah have never met face to face, 
the shah has revealed from Ms sick- 
bed. Seventeen years ago, the shah 
signed an expulsion order against 
the problematic religious leader. 
The shah says today that be took 
that step as an alternative to sen- 
ding~KM»meini*to'^fM63ff l For 14 
.years Khomeini wand^d back 
and forth between Iraq ana Syria, 
seeking refuge in a state that would 
have some influence. Eventually, 
he settled in Pkria, and it was here 
that he began to organise on a big 
scale, and in the open. But even so, 
until a mere two years ago. there 
was nothing in this that threatened 
to pose any special problem, or any 
real danger to the shah’s regime. 
Or at least, that was how It seemed 
to researchers, to western 
politicians, and to the shah and Ms 
associates. 


IN A PRIVATE CONVERSATION 
only a few weeks before his {finest 
took a new turn for the worse, the 
shah revealed that he keepk'a 
careful watch from his exile on 
what is going on.ln Iran.

WHAT SHALL we do with the 
“areas” whether we call them “oc- 
cupied,” "liberated,” or “ad- 
ministered.” whether we talk about 
“Judea and Samaria” or the “West 
Bank.” tiie “Gaza Strip" or the 
“Gaza Region?" 

Si .ill we try to hold on to them as- 
part of the historic Land of Israel, 
the inalienable patrimony of the 
Jewish people? Or shall we 

- withdraw from all or part of them? 
On what conditions? 

Can we go on ruling people of 
another nation without under- 
' mining the Zionist foundations of 

- the Jewish State and its democratic 
character? How can we satisfy the 
legitimate and almost unfveraally 
recognized right of the Arab pop- 
ulation (whether we call them the 
Palestinian Arab people or the 
lSreiz Tisr&el Arabs) to have a say 
in determining their own future? 

How shall we prevent the 
“areas” from becoming a hotbed of 
resentment, unrest and insurrec- 
tion. an ineradicable blot on our 
good name among the nations, and 
a focus of hatred that will rankle 
throughout the Arab world and ul- 
timately undermine even the peace 
with Egypt? 

On the other hand, however, if we 
give up the “areas” to any fbrm of 
Arab rule, how can we prevent their 
becoming a base for attacks that 
will endanger Israel's existence? 

The answers to these questions 
are of crucial Importance for our 
future. They will determine 
whether we shall have some chance 
of moving towards peace — above 
all, with our nearest neighbours, 

. the Palestinian Arabs — or whether 
we shall be doomed to continuing 
hostility and an endless succession 
of wars. 

The present government's im- 
mediate solution for the dilemma is 
"the autonomy plan which has been 
endorsed by the Knesset and 
accepted, in principle, by Egypt 
and the U.S. as an interim arrange- 
ment for five years. The trouble is

that negotiations on the plan are 
doomed to founder on the rock of 
Israel’s insistence on widespread 
Jewish settlement in Judea and 
Samaria! 

In order to safeguard the 
settlements, present and future, 
Israel must retain control over in- 
ternal law and order, the utilization 
of water resources and the alloca- 
tion of land. Likewise, the Jewish 
settlements would have to remain 
under Israeli law and administra- 
tion, Islands In a hostile Arab 
ocean, protected by a modern ver- 
sion of the Ottoman capitulations. 

Under these conditions, the 
autonomy would be a fiction and a 
farce. There can be no real 
autonomy unless the population 
have control over the land on which 
they live and their own police and 
judiciary. One day, if peace can be 
achieved, Jews may be able to live 
safely in Hebron and Nablus, but 
we must not allow the desire to set- 
tle in these places to obstruct the 
achievement of peace. 

Besides, the Begin government’s 
policy of thickly peppering Judea 
and Samaria with Jewish 
settlements is openly intended to 
prevent any nltimate solution other 
than permanent Israeli rule over 
the whole area. Not only is it almost 
Impossible on this basis to get 
agreement with anyone on 
autonomy as an Interim arrange- 
ment, but we are driving with our 
eyes shut straight into a blind alley, 
with the Inevitable crash at the end. 

WHAT WE NEED is a policy that 
will leave options open for a solu- 
tion that might conceivably lead to 
agreement with Egypt, which is 
committed to seek peace, with our 
American supporters, and — most 
Importantly — with the Pales tinian 


Arabs without whose acquiescence 
no enduring peace is possible. 

The quest for such a settlement 
will almost certainly be a long one. 
The road may be bumpy and tor- 
tuous. with many blockages and 
detours. It may be necessary to 
tackle the problem in several 
stages, instead of aiming at a com- 
plete solution In one comprehensive 
agreement. 

The main thing is to abandon the 
present road which can only lead to 
disaster and start out in a direction 
that will reduce friction, promote 
coexistence and give aome hope of 
agreement by admitting that the 
Arabs also have legitimate in- 
terests and rights and showing that 
we are prepared to seek a genuine 
compromise between their rights 
and interests and our own. 

There are two approaches that 
may lead to this end. One is the of- 
ficial Labour Party policy of work- 
ing for a peace settlement based on 
the establishment of a Jo rdanian - 
Palestinian State side by side with 
Israel, with adequate safeguards 
for Israel’s security. 

I would suggest, in addition, that 
the way be left open for an ad- 
ditional alternative: a confedera- 
tion. or union, covering the entire 
Holy Land, which we call the Land 
of Israel, and the Arabs call 
“FI lastin’* or Palestine. 

Perhaps the best way to present 
the proposals is in the form of a 
programme, based on first prin- 
ciples. which could be adopted by 
the Labour Party: ' 

This country is the home of the 
Jewish people, returning to its 
ancestral national homeland, 
and a section of the Arab people 
(the Palestinian Arabs), who 
were born here and many of 
whose forebears have lived here 


for centuries. 

The people of Israel accept the 
right of the Arab population to 
Uve at peace In the common 
homeland and the majority do 
not wish to rule over the Arabs, 
but Israel cannot permit the es- 
tablishment of a PLO- 
dom mated state dedicated to its 
destruction. 

A separate Palestinian state 
west of the Jordan which would 
leave more than half the Palesti- 
nian Arabs outride its borders, 
would in any case not satisfy 
their national needs. Inevitably, 
it would be strongly irredentist 
and with the support of other 
Arab states and the Soviet 
Union, it would constitute a 
grave threat to peace and the 
safety of Israel. 

In view of long-standing Arab 
hostility and the massive 
military and economic power of 
the Arab states, any solution to 
the problem must Include sub- 
stantial strategic safeguards for 
Israel’s security. With this 
proviso, Israel should be 
prepared for one of two alters 
natives: 

(a) The reunification of the 
densely populated parts of 
Judea and Samaria (the West ■ 
Bank) with Jordan, which is 
already a Palestinian state 
itself. Israel would retain con- 
trol of areas vital for her securi- 
ty (such as the Jordan Valley 
and the environs of Jerusalem), 
and in the rest of the West Bank, 
heavy arms — tanks, artillery, 
rockets, etc. — would be banned. 
The Gaza Strip might also be 
joined with Jordan with agreed 
arrangements for com- 
munications across Israeli 
territory. 


(b) The establishment, by 
agreement between the parties, 
of a Union on the lines of 
Benelux or the European 
Economic Union, consisting of 
the State of Israel and the 
Jordanian-Palestinlan State 
(which could itself have a 
federal basis}. It could be called 
Eretz-Yisrael in Hebrew add 
FUasttn in Arabic. * 

There would be free passage 
between the states of the Union? 
citizens of each could work, do 
business, and purchase, lease or 
rent dwellings or other real es- 
tate in the other. 

Jerusalem would remain the 
undivided capital of Israel, but It 
could also be the capital of the 
Union. 

The “Capitol” of the Union, in 
Jerusalem, with administrative 
offices and suitably dignified ac- 
commodation for the meetings 
of its Council, would provide A 
recognized status for -the 
Palestinians In the city without 
affecting Its unity or Israeli 
sovereignty. 

We should not delude ourselves. 
Even if such a policy were adopted 
by an Israeli government, neither 
Hussein nor Arafat would come 
rushing to Jerusalem, to address 
the Knesset and announce as Presi- 
dent Sadat did, “...today I tell you 
and I declare It to the whole world, 
that we accept living with you in 
permanent peace based op 
justice." . 

But the ball would be In thj> 
Palestinians' court. Israel would 
have abandoned the collision 
course on which Begin and Sharon, 
with the acquiescence of Ehrlich 
and Tadin, are steering our ship 
and would have charted a new 
course through the dimly-vislble 
shoals and rapids of the future — a 
course that might. In the course of 
time, lead on to a safe haven.

— Israel’s Shlomo 
Glickstein yesterday evening ended 
his first Wlm bledon In style, by win- 
ning the prestigious "All England 
Plate” event, completing his 
triumph with a 6-8, 7-6 last-round 
victory against French Davis Cup 
player Patrice Dominguez. 

GUcksteln, 22, conceded only one 
set In taking the Plate, and his final 
overall record at the world’s 
premier tennis meet was seven 
wins and only one loss — and that to 
the phenomenal Swede Bjorn Borg, 
who beat the Israeli In the second 
round of the main draw on his way 
to capturing his fifth consecutive 
singles title last night after a titanic 
five-setter on the centre court with 
American John McEnroe. 

Glickstein conceded only one set 
in his six matches in the Plate, 
which'is’ppen to competitors losing 
in the first two rounds of the main 
tournament, plus players only tak- 
ing part In doubles events at 
Wimbledon. 

Glicksteln’s hardest match by far 
was his 4-6, 7-6, 6-3 quarter-final on 
Friday against British Davis Cup 
racquet John Feaver, who la -par- 
ticularly at home on grass and was 
expected to get the better of ah op- 
ponent with very limited ex- 
perience on this surface. 

Living dangerously, Glickstein 
lost tbe first set and failed to take 
advantage of two set points at 8-4 in 
the second. The Tel Aviv MaccaM 
racquet then himself saved no less 
than four points on Feaver’s high- 
powered service in the Uth game, 
showing the remarkable com- 


posure which has characterized his 
tennis throughout the Wimbledon 
fortnight. 

At 6-all, Glickstein took the tie- 
break by seven points to three. 
From then on be always had the 
edge, though in a last-ditch effort 
Feaver pulled back from 1-8 to 3-5 
before the Israeli champion went 
through to the semis, after a great 
100-mlnute contest. 

Because of the backlog of 
matches caused by the wet weather 
which has plagued the tournament 
throughout, GUcksteln had to play 
twice yesterday, wben the sun 
shone most of the time. In the semi- 
finals. he looked really sharp as He 
registered a 6-4, 7-8 success in 70 
minutes against South African 
Frew McMillan, a four-time 
Wimbledon doubles champion, with 
his compatriot Bob Hewit, and also 
a useful performer -in tingles. 

. Against Dominguez, who was 
French No. 1 until two years ago, 
Glickstein as usual mixed flawless 
serve-and-volley tennis with 
delicate drop shots, while his 
return-of-service and court-craft 
were masterly during the one-hour 
final. Keeping his cool In what was 
his third tie-break of the Plate 
event, the Israeli took It 7-2 to 
wind up a memorable perfor- 
mance. 

Glickstein will spend the next 
three weeks competing In <k*and 
Prix tournaments In Switzerland, 
Sweden and Holland. , 

Glickstein earned £1,195 in prize, 
money for winning the Plate and 
£800 for his upset victory over Mex- 
ican Raul Ramirez in the opening 
round of the main draw. 


Wheelchair 
cagers win 
gold medal 

ARNHEM, Netherlands (AP). — 
The Israeli wheelchair team took 
the gold medal In the paralympic 
basketball tournament by defeating 
Holland in a thrilling final before a 
capacity crowd of more than- 9,500 
here on Friday night. 

Earlier on Friday, the U.S. team 
beat France 80-60 to earn the bronze 
medal In the tournament, which 
was by for the most exciting event 
of the sixth Olympic Games for the 
Disabled.

ternational competitions or forfeit 
his place on Israel's Davis Cup 
team. 

But Krulevitz, who has so far won 
three of his five Davis Cup singles 
matches for Israel, told The Post 
last Monday that he would reject 
any ITA conditions, "even if this 
means severing my association 
with the ITA.” 

“The ATP consider me an 
American-domiciled player, with 
Israeli as well as U.S. nationality, 
who is thus eligible to turn out for 
Israel in the Davis Cup if required. 

"I prefer this arrangement for 
tax purposes,” he admitted frank- 
ly- 

Praising Krulevitz 'a . help to 
Israeli tennis, Harnik said the 
criteria now being applied to Mm 
would In future be used for all 
Jewish players from abroad offer- 
ing their services to the ITA. ■
